It will be held in the city coun­ 
cil cham bers at the El Paseo The­ 
atre beginning at 7:30 p. m., 
George McDonald, area director, 
and one or two assistants from 
the San Bernardino office will be 
present to answ er the questions. 


THIS MEETING w ill displace 
the service rendered last year 
when the Cham ber arranged with 
the ren t control office to have a 
man here one day a w eek for in­ 
terview s with Hotel, apartm ent 
and home owners relative to the 
rent control rules. 
Shortage of personnel this year 
will m ake it impossible to resume 
this service, Mr. McDonald has 
notified the chamber. 


FAR-REACHING

m easures w ent into effect during 
the sum mer, and scores of prop­ 
erties in Palm Springs are af­ 
fected, according to H arry H ar­ 
per, m anager of the cham ber of 
commerce.

road. 


"ALTHOUGH these buildings 
w ere not completed, and only 
partially furnished, we agreed to 
open them up for these veterans 
and 
their 
fam ilies,” 
declared 
Hinkle. 
Bennett, 
on the location, in 
renting and assigning apartm ents, 
w arned the prospective tenants 
that considerable w ork yet re­ 
mained to be done, such as paint­ 
ing, electrical wot!k, 
odds and 
ends of repairs th at tu rn up at 
the last m inute and th at complete 
furnishings for the apartm ents 
would 
not be forthcom ing for 
some time. 


"FURNISHING of these ap art­ 
ments is giving us a headache 
now,” declared Bennett. 
He explained that funds were 
not made allowable for furnish­ 
ings and th at all of the furniture 
for the apartm ents has to come 
out of w ar surplus stocks. 


"MOST of these w ar surplus 
stocks' have been sorely depleted,” 
continued Bennett.

Is there any too great—too 
m uch to strive for—w hen we consider w hat we have to look for­ 
w ard to if things keep going like they are now in w orld affairs? 
These are questions our people should be asking them selves. 
There is lots of inform ation available on the plans and possi­ 
bilities of a world governm ent. The more one reads, th e more 
convinced they become th at therein lies the only answ er. The 
w riter suggests th at Villagers could well afford to take an inter­ 
est in the idea of a federal w orld governm ent. There are m any 
books on the subject—m agazine articles every month. It is im ­ 
portant, too, to realize th at anything of this kind w ill have to 
come from the people. They will have to rise up and dem and 
it.

Bank Launches 
Get Acquainted 
Campaign 


“Let's Get Better Acquainted” 
is 
the 
slogan of a campaign 
launched 
by 
L. 
M. 
Giannini, 
president of the Bank of America, 
aimed principally at the three 
million newcomers who have set­ 
tled in California in recent years, 
according to an announcement 
by F. G. Ingram, manager of the 
local branch of that statewide 
banking institution. 
In an address made by radio to 
the staff of all branches of the 
b a n k 
thrtoughout 
California, 
Giannini declared: "We, as an 
organization for public service, 
do not want any feeling of new­ 
ness or strangeness to cling too 
long to the new citizens who have 
joined us to help us all in our 
ambition to make this a greater 
state.” 


POINTING OUT that the same 
war conditions which interfered 
with normal ways of getting ac­ 
quainted with the newcomers had 
brought the state the greatest 
mass migration in all history, 
Giannini said: “California is new 
to them in many ways. Our cli­ 
mate, many of our living cus­ 
toms, many of our ways of doing 
business, are different from what 
they have been accustom.d to.” 
Commenting on surveys which 
showed that hundreds of thous­ 
ands in California today have 
made no banking connection, the 
banking leader brought out that 
“modern life in the American 
pattern demands that money be 
kept at work. Money at work 
makes 
work, 
creates 
employ­ 
ment, expands business, increases 
demands for the products of our 
farms, our forests and our fac­ 
tories. It expands opportunity for 
all,” he emphasized, “and by thus 
expanding the economic circle 
makes room for the newcomer, 
provides» his housing and his em­ 
ployment 
and 
the educational 
and general living facilities for 
his family.” 


AFTER ASKING the entire 
staff of 14,000 Bankamericans to 
organize at once their active roles 
in the campaign, Giannini urged 
all Californians, whether new or 
established, to respond. “Let’s get 
better acquainted,” he invited, 
so that we may be partners in 
the building of an even greater 
California.”
